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Editorial 





EXTEND SEASON 


In order to extend the planting 
season, which for the retail nursery- 
man or garden center operator 
means extending the selling season, 
it is necessary to inform the public 
of its opportunities in that direction 
and to suggest ways in which people 
may extend the time for making 
their gardens, for they also find 
spring all too short. 

During the height of the spring 
season, when visitors to the sales- 
yard or garden center are most nu- 
merous, it is not too early to prepare 
for making sales in quieter months 
ahead. This may be done by exhibit- 
ing specimens of stock which will be 
available at a later date, or by signs 
advising purchasers of stock that 
they can acquire at a later date to 
finish their plantings. It is easily pos- 
sible to display potted roses and 
shrubs, with a sign that they will be 
available in this form up to June or 
July. Potted dahlias, chrysanthe- 
mums and other perennials and the 
like can be shown or announced to 
buyers so that they will have the 
idea implanted in their minds that 
after the hot weather arrives there 
will be reason to return for more 
stock, 





VOLUME OR PROFITS 

Usually the reason for increasing 
one’s volume of business is to pro- 
duce more profit, but occasionally 
additional lines are stocked to add 
to the sales volumes in slack periods 
in order to reduce overhead or to re- 
tain the employees or, at least, the 
important members of the staff. This 
is particularly true in the case of 
garden shops, although it has been 
prevalent in other branches of the 
nursery industry in the past. 

Increasing sales volume for one 
or another purpose is good practice, 
but the addition of numerous. side 
lines in the garden shop deserves 
some study. Before the establishment 
comes to resemble the joked-about 
drugstore, the owner should do 
enough calculating to ascertain

whether he is spending his time and 
energy to produce sales that do not 
pay their way. He might better 
spend the same time and energy in 
planning and preparing for the busy 
season ahead, so as to handle the 
business at that time in a more sat- 
isfactory and profitable manner. 

Long past is the time when the 
nurseryman could close his office 
when snow flies and hibernate or go 
to Florida until spring. But the pace 
during the planting seasons, under 
the present demand, requires that 
the nurseryman go at top speed in 
those periods, and it would seem that 
only important operations should 
warrant his keeping busy to produce 
sales in extraneous lines in the slack 
months. 


PRUNING 


Not infrequently a nurseryman 
passes a home planting which he had 
made several years before of hand- 
some trees and shrubs only to find 
that the trees, shrubs and particu- 
larly the evergreens are no longer 
handsome and have lost their speci- 
men look because they have been 
trimmed by some ignorant or care- 
less person. 

It may have been the owner, who 
honestly did what he could, but knew 
not what he was doing. It may have 
been the handy man, who didn’t 
care. It may have been an itinerant 
“gardener” who was little, if any, 
better than the handy man. Or it 
may have been done by some person 
who should have known better, but 
who neglected to inform himself on 
the needs of various plants for their 
individual pruning. 

While there are several books on 
this subject of pruning, they are con- 
cerned more with the pruning of fruit 
trees and berry plants than with 
ornamentals. Plenty of information 
is obtainable on the pruning of con- 
ifers, for instance, if one will browse 
in the various books on that class of 
plants. 

The majority of nurserymen learn 
through process of apprenticeship 
the varying needs of pines, firs, 
spruces, junipers, etc., and some ar- 
borists instruct their crews in such 
detail. But not all in either category 
are so informed, and sometimes they, 
too, are guilty of mishandling shrubs 
and evergreens. Hedges of the better 
kind are grossly mismanaged, and 
even the lowly privet is frequently 
cut in a way that cannot produce a 
solid mass of green. 

There is no subject which might 
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be given more attention by those why 
prepare material for newspaper gar. 
den columns or magazines and the 
like. Probably more nursery stock 
would be sold if the handsome speci. 
mens originally planted could, jp 
some way, be made to hold or ap. 
proach their specimen character as 
they become older. Proper pruning 
would do it. The public should have 
more information on the topic. 


CHRISTMAS TREES 

Not many nurserymen are 
gaged in the production of conife: 
seedlings such as are planted fo 
Christmas trees, and not many mor 
have contact with the market. It is 
a growing one, though today only 5 
per cent of the annual production of 
cut Christmas trees comes from 
plantings for that purpose. But as 
the total annual sales of Christmas 
trees are about 40,000,000, 5 per 
cent is a respectable figure, and it 
is increasing all the time. 

Since it requires at least five years 
to produce a marketable tree, and 
because there are considerable losses 
by the way, as most of the growers 
are hobbyists, semipro and the like, 
the number of conifer seedlings mar- 
keted by commercial and govern- 
ment nurseries is yearly climbing 
Various government projects foster 
such planting, and the latest in the 
offing is the federal soil bank pro- 
gram. 

Christmas tree growing is a pleas- 
ant occupation, they think, for 
week-end farmers and other vision- 
aries. The professionals, however, 
take their occupation seriously, and 
in the dozen or more associations of 
Christmas tree growers, standards of 
products and of methods are being 
advanced in order to avoid the perils 
of a haphazard market. Now a book 
has been published on Christmas tree 
growing, and it may be expected 
that, between the publications avail- 
able and the associations now active, 
this occupation not only will engage 
the attention of more persons, but 
probably be conducted in a more or- 
derly manner. 

In view of the government proj- 
ects, there will be constant efforts by 
government agencies to establish or 
enlarge government nurseries, which 
will need to be resisted by the nurs- 
erymen. Aside from that fact, the 
Christmas tree market is gradually 
becoming more important, and in- 
formation as to its size is interesting 
to everyone concerned with trees.

— to one of the finest and most highly 

lyalued trees, the chestnut. The 
ES reading chestnut tree was once an 
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treatment described in the above 
verse, and it would still grace the 
countryside if a more deadly enemy 
from foreign lands had not struck. 

First appearing in New York, in 
1904, the Asiatic chestnut blight, 
Endothia parasitica, raged through- 
out the eastern states. By 1930 its 
mortal effect had been felt by prac- 
tically every tree growing in the 
species’ native range. Control meas- 
ures proved ineffective; wind-borne 
spores spanned clean-cut check 
areas, and Castanea dentata seemed 
certainly doomed. In the path of the 
fast-spreading blight, no tree was 
spared. Though a few can still be 
found waging a valiant but losing 
battle with this persistent killer, and 
though stump suckers from felled 
trees often attain fruiting age, the 
future of this splendid native timber 
tree now looks most insecure. 

While not of such great economic 
value to earlier generations as was 
the wood from this excellent species, 
the fruit, in addition to being a use- 
ful asset to the farmer, provided 
healthful recreation for city folk, 
especially the youngsters. Today, 
only gaunt skeletons of this magnifi- 
cent tree appear from Maine and 
Michigan south to Alabama and 
Mississippi, and if oldsters were to 
make that once familiar suggestion, 
“Let’s go chestnutting,” their grand- 
children would probably respond 
with a blank look and ask, “Where 
are there any chestnut trees?” 

Probably the only chestnuts 1957 
youngsters have ever known are 
those imported from Europe and 
offered for sale during the holiday 
season; they have never known, as 
some of us have, crisp autumn days 
when we bounded from bed in re- 
sponse to pebbles that our pals 
tossed against the windowpane in

the wee hours of a frosty morning 
Sometimes we were up even earlier, 
too excited to sleep, and were wait- 
ing with a burlap bag (for the 
hickories and other lesser loot) and 
a flour sack or a bag of similar tex- 
ture—one of mother’s pillow slips did 
nicely in a pinch—for the true treas- 
sures of the hunt, those shining, 
brown-shelled nuggets with the 
golden sweetness that only the 
American chestnut possesses. 


How eagerly we hurried out into 
the country, our quickened breath 
white in the sharp frosty air as each 
excitedly suggested a worthy objec- 
tive: “A swell grove far away from 
any houses” or those “loaded trees 
where the farmer doesn’t care.” 
Somehow, we could tell the chestnut

trees from afar, and when one was 
spotted we would quicken our pace 
and make a beeline for it even though 
the way was strewn with walnuts, 
butternuts and hickories; we could 
get plenty of them on the way home. 
Disappointments were many. Some- 
times the farmer was an old grouch 
and too close by for us to “operate”; 
sometimes the burs were still too 
tightly closed, and sometimes others 
had been there before and taken the 
cream of the crop. 

Undaunted, we trudged many 
miles through the countryside, savor- 
ing, for lunch, the cool, juicy tang of 
pilfered Baldwins or Northern Spies. 
When we finally turned homeward,

it was a poor day indeed if our chest- 
nut sacks did not have sizable bulges. 
We had little trouble filling our big 
bags with all the walnuts, hickories 
and butternuts that we could carry. 
When we returned home at last, 
tired and wind-burned, our hands 
were more than a little sore from 
bur prickles and were stained for 
days to come with walnut husks, but 
did those roasted chestnuts taste 
good! 

Are those chestnutting days gone 
forever? Will the favorite woodland 
tree of our boyhood days ever again 
offer its fruit in abundance? These 
are questions which cannot be 
definitely answered as yet, but those 
of us who have carefully watched the 
species for survival are not very op- 
timistic over the outlook. We re- 
member too well the devastating 
attack of the Chinese chestnut blight 
which left our mightiest trees de- 
nuded skeletons. We have seen the 
undying roots of cut victims send 
forth fresh shoots year after year 
with patient persistence, only to have 
them wither and perish when they 
eventually became infested with 
wind-borne spores of the deadly 
fungus. Unless this mortal blight can 
be conquered, or the disease greatly 
decreases in virulence, some other 
reliable source of desirable chestnuts 
must be established to replace the 
native species. 

There is always the possibility that 
sprout growth from stumps may pos- 
sess high resistance or even immu- 
nity, and trees grown from seeds of 
both stump suckers and aged, blight- 
ed trees have been brought to con- 
siderable size by this writer. How- 
ever, despite constant spraying and 
careful attention to bark abrasions, 
few of the hundreds of such seedlings 
set out reached fruiting age. A small 
percentage did attain trunk diam- 
eters of seven to eight inches, but sat- 
isfaction over their gratifying prog- 
ress eventually gave way to keen dis- 
appointment; within a matter of 
months after the appearance of 
trunk cankers, all were dead. Those 
left strictly on their own, without 
benefit of any preventive measures, 
were badly blighted within a few 
years, and not a single tree lived long 
enough to bear. 

Considerable work has been done 
by interested research workers in the 
attempt to produce a desirable hy-

brid having both the high resistance 
of some Eurasian species and the 
timber-giving growth of the native 
tree. Some progress has been report- 
ed in this endeavor, but much re- 
mains to be done before a satisfac- 
tory hybrid form can be introduced 
to the trade. 

When the blight was at its worst, 
the Rochester, N. Y., park depart- 
ment cut out every chestnut on park 
property in accordance with govern- 
ment recommendations that all 
chestnuts, blighted or not, be re- 
moved in a drastic effort to check 
the rapid spread of the disease. Re- 
luctant to see these fine trees de- 
stroyed, a group of park department 
workers, John Dunbar, Calvin Lan- 
ey, Barney Slavin and the late direc- 
tor of parks, Patrick J. Slavin, im- 
mediately instituted a search for a 
tree which would fill the gap left by 
the almost certain passing of the 
American chestnut. Much of the 
actual work fell to John Dunbar 
and Barney Slavin, and they started 
their quest to replace the native spe- 
cies with the same thorough enthusi- 
asm that had characterized their 
work in developing fine parks for the 
city. 

Knowing that castanea was rep- 
resented in many parts of Europe 
and Asia and in the United States, 
these men had their first task in 
procuring seeds or plants and estab- 
lishing these species in park nurseries 
for observation and experimental 
hybridizing. Among those obtained 
were C. mollissima, the Chinese 
chestnut; C. crenata, the Japanese 
species, and C. sativa, the Spanish 
or European chestnut. Also, our 
southern species, C. pumila, the chin- 
quapin, was included for possible 


use. The main object in growing 
these foreign species was to develop 
a good-size tree either immune or 
more highly resistant to the Chinese 
blight than our native C. detnata. 


Tested Types 


Failures were frequent. Difficul- 
ties were encountered when 
failed to germinate (chestnuts keep 
and travel poorly) and severe win- 
ters killed the more tender plants. 
After thorough trials with fruiting 
trees, these conclusions were drawn: 
C. crenata, the Japanese chestnut, 
while bearing fruit almost as large as 
C. sativa, is highly susceptible to the 
blight, is the smallest of the tree 
forms and is not hardy enough to 
withstand Rochester's lowest winter 
temperatures. C. sativa, native to 
southern Europe, western Asia and 
northern Africa, does not do well in 
the colder regions of the temperate 
zone and is susceptible to the blight, 
though it is the largest-growing for- 
eign species and produces the nuts 
most often imported into America. 
By far the most promising are trees 
of C. mollissima, native to China. 
Of medium size, barely exceeding 35 
feet in the park plantings, the trees 
bear nuts about the same size as the 
American species and of good flavor. 
Not immune to blight as some have 
been led to believe, C. mollissima is 
quite resistant and seems to be, at 
least in this area, the hardiest im- 
ported species. To the best of my 
knowledge, no plant has ever been 
winterkilled. Having persisted for 
centuries in native locations where 
the blight has been prevalent in cy- 
cles of varying intensity, this species 
seems to have built up a high degree 
of resistance and suffers little last- 
ing damage. 

While almost always fatal in its 
effect on the American chestnut, En- 
dothia parasitica produces only can- 
kers on C. mollissima in this area. 
Bark soon covers the damaged area, 
as shown in the illustration, and bad- 
ly cankered branches have been 
known to bear well year after year. 
C. pumila, better known as American 
chinquapin, is at best an arborescent 
shrub of less than 20 feet in the Roch- 
ester plantings. The plentifully borne 
nuts, of excellent flavor, are quite 
small, less than one-half inch in di- 
ameter. This species offers little 
more than a possible source of a hy- 
brid bush chestnut bearing fruit as 
large and well-flavored as C. mol- 
lissima or dentata. 

Several hybrids were tested for 
hardihood and their fruiting qualities 
noted, but nothing worthwhile was 
obtained from this research. Pres- 
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sure from more essential work and 
the duties of superintendent of a fast. 
growing park system deprived Bar. 
ney Slavin of the time required for a 
full-scale effort to produce the type 
of chestnut tree he wanted. He s¢. 
lected the proved best for park plant. 
ing and this choice was C. mollissj- 
ma. Thousands of plants were 
erown and distributed and _ seeds 
were available for those doing re. 
search and experimentation.

When and if 
that time comes, even though the 
American chestnut has passed from 
existence, our boys and girls may 
again plan a day’s healthful sport 





with the suggestion, “Let’s go chest- 
nutting!”’

years old will root much more readily 
than cuttings taken from plants 15 
to 40 years old. For this reason, cut- 
tings were taken from plants in both 
categories to obtain a rooting com- 
parison. 

The cuttings were collected at 
different times throughout _ the 
growing season, especially in the 
early spring months, if the planting 
work allowed time. In three in- 
stances, cutting material was col- 
lected as soon as there was enough 
new growth on the stock plants to 
make cuttings. (See table I). The 
cutting material was made exclu- 
sively into tip cuttings, two to four 
inches long, having anywhere from 
two to five leaves per cutting. After 
this, the cuttings were treated with 
a number of root-inducing hormones, 
in order to determine which hor- 
mone, if any, was beneficial to 
rooting 


5: 


Once treated, the cuttings were 


approximately eight inches above 
the surface of the medium and is 
constructed of turkey wire. This 
turkey wire is bought in 4-foot rolls 
and is cut and bent into the desired 
shape. The individual squares of 
the wire frame are 2 x 4 inches. (See 
figure I).

Once inserted in the medium the 
cuttings were flooded in with water, 
and the polyethylene plastic was 
closed. This latter operation is ac- 
complished by moistening the indi- 
vidual sheets of plastic with water 
and overlapping them. There is no 
need for any such material as tape, 
pins or paste to secure the plastic. 
Once covered with the plastic, the 
cuttings require little further care. 
Due to the plastic’s ability to retain 
water vapor, while at the same time 
allowing air to pass through at a 
slow rate, the medium requires no 
further watering for a 3 to 5-week

advantage. For this reason, the shad- 


ing conditions should be watched 
closely. During most of the summer 
weather, the lath shading covering 
the arboretum greenhouses is suffi- 
cient to hold the temperature down 
inside the polyethylene plastic cases. 
However, when days are exception- 
ally hot, 95 degrees and higher out- 
side the greenhouses, additional 
shading is required to keep the cut- 
tings from burning. This shading is 
provided by placing one layer of 
saran cloth, which allows 50 per cent 
of the light to pass through, directly 
on the plastic cases themselves. This 
additional shading is provided from 
noon to 5 p. m. Thus, a situation 
is created whereby on most days 
the lath shades on the greenhouse 
provide sufficient shade, but on 
exceptionally hot days additional 
shading is necessary in the form of 
the 50 per cent saran cloth. 
Rooting took four to 12 weeks,

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Packaging and Marketing Nursery Stock 


In agriculture, the present empha- 
sis is on merchandising or market- 
ing. This concentration, of course, 
has been made necessary by sur- 
pluses which have accumulated as 
the result of increased know-how on 
the part of the farmer, increased 
productiveness of new varieties and 
hybrids and the occurrence of fa- 
Stock 
piling and storage, in an effort to 
keep prices up, have resulted, and 
research has been challenged to de- 
velop new uses and outlets for these 
raw materials. 

The ornamental plant industry, 
associated and classed with agricul- 
ture, has not yet reached a point 
that it has an overproduction prob- 
lem. Although competition with 
other products, both agricultural 
and industrial, is becoming keener, 
the potential market for nursery 
products is yet untapped. It should 
therefore be the goal of the nursery 
industry, faced with stiffer competi- 
tion, to do a better job of merchan- 
dising. The first effort, as in any 
selling program, should emphasize 
the value of the product from the 
standpoints of beauty and _ utility, 
rather than the price aspect. 

The package in which the orna- 
mental plant is presented to the pub- 
lic affords the first step toward the 
improvement of merchandising tech- 
niques. Although the package is 
secondary in appeal to advertising 
in the mail-order nursery business, it 
is first and foremost for the garden 
center type of merchandising. How- 
ever, it might be interesting to con- 
sider the people, or the market to 
be dealt with, before discussing 
methods of packaging. 

Markets, like the people who com- 
pose them, are different. The geo- 
graphic location, ancestry and cus- 
toms of a group, to mention only a 
few influences, determine a particu- 
lar market response. 

The Market 

One year ago, a preliminary study 
was conducted in central Iowa to de- 
termine what people thought about 
plants and planting in general. In- 
terviewers asked a total of 36 ques- 
tions at homes selected at random 
irom high, medium and low-income 
brackets, from established communi- 
tes and new housing developments. 
The average age of the persons in- 
terviewed was 43.3 years, while 93

per cent were female and 7 per cent 
male. The survey, conducted during 
a 2-week period in early September, 
contacted 73 households. Eighty-nine 
per cent of the persons questioned 
owned their own homes. The results 
that are presented here are average 
figures. 

The first question asked was: “In 
which three stores would you feel 
most welcome to browse around?” 
A list of different establishments, in- 
cluding a nursery salesyard, was 
then handed to the person. Twenty- 
two per cent stated no preference, 
reasoning that they do not browse. 
People seemed to feel most welcome 
in a furniture store, then, in de- 
scending order, in a clothing store, 
10-cent store, bookstore, hardware 
store and, finally, a nursery sales- 
yard. People felt that one must buy 
in a candy store, a jewelry store and 
a garden supply store. This brings 
out the point that high-pressure 
techniques should be discouraged. 
The ideas of self-service, labeling of 
all items, neat displays and the en- 
couragement of general traffic, which 
will ultimately lead to sales, should 
be pursued. 


Stress Home Beautification 


Asked if they grew any ornamental 
shrubs or trees, 76 per cent answered 
yes, while 24 per cent replied in the 
negative. Of those that grew plants, 
18.3 per cent grew them specifically 
to beautify the yard. Other purposes 
ranked far lower, as is shown in one 
of the accompanying graphs. 
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Home beautification should be a highly 
important talking point in the nursery- 
man’s selling campaign. Above are shown 
the answers recorded to the question, “For 
what purpose do you use the plants that 
vou grow ?” 
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The nurseryman himself plays a very 
important role in supplying the public 
with information on plant selection and 


care. Above are shown the answers re- 
corded to the question, “By what means 
have you received information on plant 
selection and use?” 


This indicates that in sales promo- 
tion it may be desirable to appeal to 
home beautification and to empha- 
size the value of plant materials in 
accomplishing this end. The increase 
of property value that comes with 
home beautification is also a good 
selling point, particularly for the 
landscape job. In general, people in 
the areas contacted did not use their 
yards for entertaining clubs or 
groups of people. 

One interesting outcome of this 
study was produced by the question, 
“What trees would you grow for 
shade purposes?” Some time ago, a 
list of the 10 trees of tomorrow, pub- 
licized in the trade, named the honey 
locust, pin oak, Norway maple, red 
maple, Oriental plane, sugar maple, 
red oak, Japanese pagoda tree, scar- 
let oak and little-leaved linden. Iowa 
nurserymen, when polled, picked the 
following trees in order of prefer- 
ence; Pin oak, sugar maple, honey 
locust, elm and linden. People inter- 
viewed picked the elm as first choice, 
maple as second, then oak and lin- 
den. In all three lists the same four 
names appear, sometimes in slightly 
different positions, but generally 
within the same grouping. Apparent- 
ly people would buy, would like to 
buy or are familiar with the common 
trees. They consequently go to a 
nursery sold on those particular 
types. Unless the nurseryman does 
an outstanding job of selling, it will 
be difficult to change the customer's

The Better Lilaes 


By Clyde Heard 


The name syringa, the lilac, comes 
from a Greek word meaning 
shepherd’s pipe, or flute. Stems of 
the finest Turkish pipes, at one time, 
were manufactured from the wood 
of this shrub. Much progress has 
since been made in pipe making as 
well as in lilacs. 

Syringa amurensis pekinensis and 
S. amurensis japonica are large- 
growing varieties which probably 
came from Korea, Manchuria and 
Japan. They were introduced into 
Russia about 1857. Japonica was re- 
ceived by the Arnold Arboretum in 
1876. Syringa oblata was brought 
from north China to England in 1856 
by Robert Fortune. 

The Persian lilac, formerly 
thought to be of Persian origin, is 
actually a native of China, occurring 
wild in Kansu province. Though 
lilacs were favorite plants among the 
Asiatic peoples, the common lilac, 
Syringa vulgaris, was probably a na- 
tive of southeastern Europe. It was 
first mentioned by Pierre Below in 
1554. It appeared in England in the 
'7th century, but was in Vienna, 
Austria, as early as 1563 and sup- 
posedly came from Constantinople 
(later Istanbul), Turkey. 

A natural cross between the Per- 
sian lilac, Syringa persica, and the 
common lilac, S. vulgaris, produced 
the Chinese lilac, S. chinensis, com- 
monly called rothomagensis, Rouen 
lilac or, erroneously, Persian lilac. It 
occurred in the botanical gardens in 
Rouen, France, about 1777. It is a 
much better lilac in most respects 
than the Persian, having better foli- 
age and more profuse blooms and be- 
ing more rugged in its growth. It is 
the best of the hedge lilacs today. 

Syringa pubescens and S. micro- 
phylla are natives of China. The for- 
mer is one of the most fragrant 
lilacs known, but has little else to 
recommend it. It is also hard to 
propagate. The latter is called the 
little-leaved lilac. 


Early Plantings Recorded 


The first common lilacs (S. vul- 
garis) in the United States, accord- 
ing to J. Templeton Coolidge, were 
probably on the Governor Benning 
Wentworth mansion at Portsmouth,

N. H., about 1750. The lilac is the 
state flower of New Hampshire. In 
Thomas Jefferson’s garden record of 
April 2, 1767, he mentions planting 
lilacs. A similar planting is also men- 
tioned in George Washington’s diary. 
As the gardens of Colonel Custis 
were said to have contained one of 
the best lilac collections of that time, 
General Washington probably ob- 
tained his lilacs from the colonel, 
who was his father-in-law. The lilacs 
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Orville L. Moffet 


Orville L. Moffet, St. Joseph, Mo., 
president of the Missouri State Nursery- 
men’s Association, entered the nursery 
trade in 1902 at the age of 7, working 
during school vacations for Mount Arbor 
Nurseries, Shenandoah, Ia. Later, while 
working as a salesman for Plumfield 
Nurseries, Fremont, Neb., Mr. Moffet 
took special training in landscape archi- 
tecture. This training enabled him to 
accept a position as landscape architect 
with Kelsey Nurseries, St. Joseph, Mo., 
in 1922, a position he held for 30 years. 

In 1952, Mr. Moffet formed a part- 
nership with his brother, John, Sr.; his 
nephew, John, Jr., and his son, Robert, 
opening the Moffet Nursery at St. Jo- 
seph. Late in the same year, however, 
upon the death of the vice-president and 
general manager of Kelsey Nurseries, Mr. 
Moffet was asked to return to fill the 
vacant post. He accepted and still main- 
tains the position, devoting his energies to 
the operation of the Kelsey nursery, al- 
though he retains partnership in_ the 
Moffet enterprise. 

A member of Rotary International for 
22 years, he served as a member of the 
board of directors of that organization 
for two years. His chief interests, out- 
side the nursery business, are church 
work, hunting and fishing. 


Arriving at Miss Evans’ farm an hour

Joly, Marie Legraye, Mme. Lemoine, 
Jules Simon, Mme. Leon Simon

Robinson and La Tour d ’Auvergne 
At the urging of several of my cus- | 
tomers, however, I made a trip to 
Boonville, Ia., to see the lilac collec- 
tion of Vivian Evans, which, they 
said, was larger and finer than mine. 


before dark, I discovered two things: 
first, that an hour was not enough 
time even to start viewing her 306 
varieties; second, that my collection 
was about 50 years behind the times 

Setting out, then, to improve my 
stock, I checked over her collectior 
two or three times during the bloom. 
ing season for about eight vears and 
inspected the collection in Ewing 
park several times to find outstand- 
ing varieties. Incidentally, over: 115 
of the best varieties in Ewing park 
came from the Evans collection 
Miss Evans was most helpful in get- 
ting me started, and her advice saved 
me from a good deal of floundering 
One of the best authorities on lilacs 
in the United States todav, she rich- 
ly deserved the award she received 
from the Iowa State Horticultural 
Society some years ago. 


Lilac Ratings 


The next real boost I received was 
the publication of the first issue ol 
“Lilacs for America” in 1942. Of the 
14 varieties I had in the beginning, 
two were rated below 5, five between 
5 and 6, six between 6 and 7 and 
only one was rated as high as 7 on a 
basis of 10 points for perfection. 
Rubra de Marley, +.3, and La Tour 
d’Auvergne, +.5, were the poorest 
Nine were rated in the top 100 lilacs, 
but even they were low in_ their 
color brackets. Most of them hav

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Strawberry Plant Storage 


Using Polyethylene Liners 


By T. Worthington and D. H. Scott 


United States Department of Agriculture, Beltsville 


The commercial storage of dor- 
mant strawberry plants for four to 
five months at 28 to 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit has generally been satis- 
factory. Growers, however, have 
been somewhat reluctant to use 
stored plants, because of their poor 
appearance. Attempts by nursery- 
men to store plants 10 months or 
longer have usually resulted in high 
losses and poor-quality plants, due 
to desiccation. After eight to 10 
months’ storage, leaves and roots of 
plants packed with moss in the stand- 
ard wooden crates are generally dry 
and brown. Desiccated plants also 
are more susceptible to decay, but 
such factors as excessive soil on 
plants, lack of dormancy and exces- 
sive moisture in the packing material 
are also conducive to decay develop- 
ment in storage. 

Moisture evaporates continuously 
from the packing material and plants 
at 28 to 32 degrees F. storage. This 
free moisture in the storage atmos- 
phere freezes on the refrigeration 
coils, causing them to become heav- 
ily coated with frost and necessitat- 
ing frequent defrosting. Defrosting is 
costly in both time and labor and 
interrupts proper storage conditions. 

Polyethylene film is known to be 
effective in preventing moisture loss. 
Preliminary tests conducted early 
in 1955 indicated that strawberry 
plants in polyethylene film lined 
crates were in excellent condition 
after storage for 10 months. 


Experimental Methods 


Evaluation of polyethylene liners 
for storing strawberry plants under 
actual commercial storage was in- 
itiated in December, 1955, in cooper- 
ation with strawberry plant nursery- 
men having cold-storage facilities. 
The storage rooms were maintained 
at 30 degrees, plus or minus | degree. 
Three kinds of packages were com- 
pared: (1) standard wire-bound 
crate (26x14x10 inches) packed with 
moist sphagnum moss, (2) standard 
wire-bound crate with polyethylene 
liner and moist sphagnum moss, and 
(3) standard wire-bound crate with 
polyethylene liner but no moss (fig- 
ure 1). 

Nine varieties were tested in each 
kind of package. Time of digging

plants, field from which they were 
dug and date of packing and stor- 
age were the same for a single va- 
riety. On the date of digging, plants 
were selected at random from com- 
mercially handled lots for packing 
and storage. The varieties were not 
all stored on the same date (table | 

The number of bundles ranged from 
60 to 8U per test crate, depending on 
the size of the plants of the variety, 
but was constant for each variety. 
Each bundle contained approxi- 
mately 25 plants. The polyethylene 
liners were 2 mils thick (0.002 inch

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Up to Date with Lawn Grasses 


It was my privilege to speak to the 
Indiana nurserymen in 1953; there- 
fore, keeping up to date does not 
mean a lot of sensational miracle 
claims for any turf grass fertilizer, 
grass or segment of the lawn indus- 
try. There are trends in using sev- 
eral turf grass materials which should 
be of interest. I should like to dis- 
cuss the trends in fertilization, grasses 
and weed control. 

Fertilization for Turf Grass 


Let us start with some facts: 

(a) With the powdery, highly sol- 
uble fertilizers of the past, one pound 
of actual nitrogen to 1,000 square 
feet was used in spring and fall ap- 
plications, because: (1) Fescue and 
other cool season grasses needed it 
most at those times, and (2) burning 
of the existing foliage was less noticed 
or observed at these early spring and 
late season periods. 

(b) Many turf grass areas were 
assumed to be balanced, low-mainte- 
nance areas, with a little mowing, a 
little good grass, a few weeds and 
annual crab grass infestations. 

(c) The clipping of well-fed rye- 
grass, bluegrass or Bermuda will av- 
erage approximately 4 per cent nitro- 
gen in dried clippings. At least one- 
half of the nitrogen applied to the 
soil during a season would be cut off 
in the clippings and returned to the 
soil surface or removed. 

(d) Landscape and turf grass use 
of fertilizer is now near 5 per cent of 
total production, but perhaps 8 per 
cent of total gross fertilizer sales.

fayette, the 3,000 electrical accounts 
serviced 2,910 occupied dwellings, 
containing a total population of 
13,130, or one dwelling unit for each 
four persons. If one assumes that 
three fourths of the residential meters 
are in dwelling units having lawns, 
this would mean 12,000 lawns in 
greater Lafayette. 

Another basis is that in West La- 
fayette there is one-third acre for 
each dwelling unit. This does not 
mean each dwelling owns that much 
area, but is the figure derived by di- 
viding the total area figure by the 
number of dwelling units. One other 
figure, older homes on 50 to 60-foot 
wide lots usually have 3,000 to 4,000 
square feet of lawn area. Newe 
homes average approximately 7,000 
square feet. With these assumptions 
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one can consider fertilizer uses. Pub. 
lic service and city engineers can give 
similar information in any town. 

When talking to you before, | 
pointed out that pelleted fertilizers, 
which were just then becoming 
known, would become more the 
standard. This has rapidly occurred, 
Those of you who have used pelleted 
complete fertilizers, for example, 12. 
12-12, or pelleted nitrogen goods, 
such as 45 per cent pelleted urea, re- 
alize that these materials carry con- 
siderable convenience. When _ pel- | 
leted fertilizers are applied at modest 
rates (less than 1 pound N. to 1,000 
square feet) to dry turf, such areas 
can be treated without foliar damage 
and without necessary follow-up ir- 
rigation.

easily outstripped the supply of for- 
merly adequate organic-type mate- 
rials widely used for the dilution of 
fertilizers to incorporate more desir- 
able physical and application charac- 
teristics. Three ureaform materials 
sold under trade names are Borden’s 
38, Uramite (from DuPont) and 
Nitroform (from Nitroform Agricul- 
tural Chemicals). Each of these 
carries 38 per cent nitrogen and 
each is formed by controlled proc- 
esses which provide urea and _ for- 
maldehyde combined into molecules 
of varying size. These molecules. 
upon application to turf, weather and 
break down into available compo- 
nents quite gradually, so that longe1 
feeding of the grasses is secured. 
Such material involves added ex- 
pense per pound of nitrogen pur- 
chases. but beyond that offers con- 
siderable convenience in the lack of 
burn normally expecjed and in the 
longer feeding possi. 
Response to Urea 

This can be explained further. 
When urea is supplied and if the soil 
is moist and the root system active, 
plant tissues will be showing in- 
creased nitrogen within 48 hours. 
The growth response will last as long 
as the nitrogen supplv in the soil 
solution is adequate, for example, 
three weeks. With organic materials. 
the release is closely associated with 
weather conditions, with hot, humid 
conditions favoring rapid breakdown 
and quick nitrogen release. Usually 
organics last for some three to six 
weeks when applied in adequate 
quantities. 

The ureaforms are actually three 
components —— one fourth is rather 
readily soluble and is called cold 
water soluble. It gives a quick re- 
sponse under most conditions, as evi- 
denced by vegetative growth. One 
half of the total nitrogen is hot water 
soluble. This is the most desirable 
fraction of the mixture. That leaves 
approximately one fourth which is 
hot water insoluble. This last por- 
tion would be quite slow in releasing 
nitrogen. It may last for one or more 
vears. but gives such slow release that 
it may be almost unnoticed. 

These ureaforms will be demand- 
ing more attention. Each manufac- 
turer has expanded its production. 
Each company is now encouraging 
use of its product as a replacement 
to natural organics being used in 
lawn fertilizer mixtures. For exam- 
ple, one company at Pittsburgh has 
a 14-7-7 mixture and an eastern 
company has a 10-5-5. In each the 
ureaform nitrogen is 60 per cent.

been a problem for the homeowner. 
For that reason, companies that have 
conscientiously put out good dry 
formulations — for example, Scott’s 
Scutl—have found a good market. 
With the dry materials, large vol- 
umes are required. Nevertheless, pub- 
lic acceptance certainly favors dry 
materials. Besides DSMA, phenyl 
mercury acetate (PMA) when han- 
dled carefully can serve as a com- 
bined herbicide and fungicide. Again, 
there are dry formulations which of- 
fer convenience in use. 


Pre-Emergence Control 


In late spring do not wait too long 
for pre-emergence crab grass chem- 
ical use. Neburon, a Du Pont prod- 
uct, will, when it gets on the market, 
kill chickweed easily. Also, it kills 
Poa annua, which may be a problem 
in some lawns. NPA, as Alanap, 
Crag I and other products, can re- 
duce crab grass infestation. Before 
applying these materials, look in the 
most plausible place for young crab 
grass to start early. If it is already 
there, the pre-emergence chemical 
treatment may not be effective. 

Laborsaving equipment always ap- 
pears promising. One company ex- 
pects to establish a national lawn 
franchise service. The firm certainly 
has many problems to consider be- 
fore an effective, long-operating pro- 
gram is achieved. 

Grasses for Lawns 


Nurserymen have always had a 
difficult time with over-advertised, 
unproved materials. Turf grass can 
avoid that, but the pressure is grow- 
ing fast. Merion bluegrass has been 
repeatedly tested, and under favor- 
able conditions of adequate nitrogen 
it performs satisfactorily in the 
northern part of Indiana or where 
the climate is similar. It is not the 
last word in bluegrass. There were 
approximately 1,000,000 pounds of 
Merion bluegrass seeds in 1956. 

There are now in limited quanti- 
ties on the market at least eight 
bluegrass selections. Some are made 
into bluegrass blends by firms, to give 
a wide range of adaptation. Delta is 
performing well in test plots at Pur- 
due University. Park is being pro- 
duced in small quantities in Minne- 
sota; Arboretum has been produced 
for several years. 

Tall fescue is coarse and broad, 
but tough enough for adverse condi- 
tions. Try it on public school facili- 
ties. Plant either the Alta or Ken- 
tucky 31 selections at five pounds to 
1,000 square feet, with a little blue- 
grass, perhaps 10 pounds to the acre. 
This tall fescue grows well in late 
fall and early spring, when school

DARROW RETIREMENT 


Dr. George M. Darrow, founder 
of research on small fruits in the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture and outstanding authority in 
this field, retired from the depart- 
ment March 31, after 46 years of 
government service. 

Dr. Darrow, who lives at Glenn 
Dale, Md., is widely recognized for 
his work in originating a number of 
different high-yielding strawberry 
varieties and in helping to make 
possible the commercial production 
of blueberries in the United States. 
He is credited with the development, 
through his own efforts and in co- 
operation with state agricultural ex- 
periment stations and industry plant 
breeders, of 23 varieties of straw- 
berries, including 10 that are of cur- 
rent commercial importance. One, 
the Blakemore strawberry, is now 
produced on about 30 per cent of 
the commercial acreage in this coun- 
try. Dr. Darrow received the 
U. S. D. A. distinguished service 
award in 1954 for his achievements 
in horticultural research. 

After his retirement, he will con- 
tinue as a consultant to the crops 
research division of the department's 
agricultural research service on 
problems concerning small fruit cul- 
ture. This year he will assist his suc- 
cessor, Dr. D. H. Scott, in the selec- 
tion of new and promising varieties 
of blueberries at the U. S. D. A. agri- 
cultural research center, Beltsville, 
Md. 

A native of Springfield, Vt., Dr. 
Darrow received the A.B. degree in 
horticulture from Middlebury Col- 
lege in 1910 and his A.M. degree 
from Cornell University in 1911. 
He obtained his doctorate at Johns 
Hopkins University in 1927. 

In 1948 Dr. Darrow was awarded 
the Wilder medal for “leadership in 
the development of small fruit and 
in the origination of meritorious va- 
rieties.” He is a past president of the 
American Society of Horticultural 
Science and of the Washington, 
D. C,. Botanical Society, and he has 
served on the editorial board of the 
American Genetic Association since 
1923. 

Dr. Darrow was delegate to the 
International Horticulture Congress 
held at London in 1952. The same 
year he assisted several Latin-Ameri- 
can countries in their efforts to im- 
prove native fruits. He is author or 
coauthor of more than 200 publica- 
tions, most of which deal with small 
fruits.

ROOTING MEDIA difficult to insert efficiently. To over- 
:' come this the best method is to 
While sand is more frequently 


used as a material in which to root 
cuttings than any other medium, it 
is not always the best nor is it the 
only one. Any of a number of mate- 
rials can be used as a_ rooting 
medium. The purpose, actually, is to 
hold the cutting firmly in an atmos- 
phere conducive to rooting. The 
material must be able_to hold mois- 
ture by capillary action, yet permit 
the relatively rapid percolation of ex- 
moisture. It is also necessary 
that it permit the access to the stem 
and young rootlets of a small but 
vital amount of oxygen. Materials 
that make satisfactory rooting media 
include, beside sand, loamy soil, peat 
moss, sphagnum, vermiculite, flue 
ash and pulverized slag. Actually, a 
lot of other relatively inert substances 
would serve the same purpose; for 
instance, glass beads of the right size 
would work.

Rooting Response Varies 


Expert propagators have long 
used a variety of media, for they 
realize the rooting response of dif- 
ferent plants varies with the medi- 
um. Beginners too often just put 
everything in sand. Although it has 
long been thought that the rooting 
medium should be sterile and free of 
fungus and bacteria, this idea is no 
longer tenable, as certain fungi or 
bacteria may help rooting or at least 
be innocuous. It is wise, of course, 
to discard any rooting material that 
has contained cuttings that 
attacked by a_ pathogenic 
organism, but it is no longer consid- 
ered necessary that the sand o: 
other material be changed after 
each crop. Sifting of sticks, twigs, 
ete., is usually sufficient.

Sand is probably the best rooting 
medium for all deciduous nursery 
stock and most perennials and coni- 
fers, but it is not nearly so good as 
peat moss for ericaceae and many 
acid-loving broad-leaved evergreens. 
A good clean sharp quartz sand with- 
out any salt or other soluble mate- 
rial makes a good rooting medium 

Peat moss alone can be used for 
the plants that root best in it, but 
it is awkward to handle. The edging 
tool used to make the narrow groove 
in which the cuttings are stuck is 


make a mixture of peat moss and 
sand of varying proportions although 
a 50-50 mixture is most commonly 
used. Peat moss and soil also make 
a satisfactory rooting medium, par- 
ticularly for broad-leaved evergreens. 

Soil was long considered a poor 
medium in which to root cuttings, 
but my father, 25 years ago, rooted 
thousands of English boxwood cut- 
tings in soil, getting almost 100 per 
cent rooting every time. The modern 
green thumb home gardener 
her plants in soil at various spots 
around the property. The reason 
soil was avoided so long was the fear 


roots 
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of detrimental action by soil fungi, 
but now we know that, unless there 
are specific disease fungi present 
with conditions right for their devel. 
opment, there is no danger. Soil has 
an advantage not possessed by other 
rooting media; it contains plant food 
which will sustain growing conditions 
and prevent yellowing if the cuttings 
are not removed from the bench or 
frame when they are rooted and 
ready. 

Sphagnum is not used as a root- 
ing medium so widely as it is used 
for germinating seeds. It is as incon- 
venient to cut as peat moss but, being 
relatively inert, is not so effective on 
broad-leaved evergreens. Neverthe- 
less, it does make a good material for 
some cuttings, largely because it 
holds moisture so tenaciously and 
yet lets in the necessary oxygen. It is 
useful for rooting small quantities in 
a 4-inch pet, for instance. 

Expanded vermiculite, a material 
made from the mineral mica, is a 
favorite of many propagators. The

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Charles Fiore 

Charles Fiore, one of the leading 
landscape nurserymen in the Chicago 
area for many years and widely 
known in the trade, died at his home 
at Highwood, Ill., April 9 at the age 
of 62. He was president of the 
Charles Fiore Nurseries, Prairie 
View., Ill., an enterprise which he 
had started in 1915 and in which 
three sons are associated. 

Mr. Fiore was a prominent exhib- 
itor at major flower shows held at 
Chicago and had taken numerous 
top awards with his displays. Among 
these were the trophy of the 1930 
central states flower and garden 
show, a silver plaque of the world’s 
fair horticultural exhibition of 1933, 
the sweepstakes cup and gold medal 
of the 1932 Illinois garden and flower 
show and gold and silver medals of 
the world’s fair horticultural exhibi- 
tion of 1934. 

He had long been a member of 
the American Association of Nur- 
serymen and of the Illinois State 
Nurserymen’s Association, having 
served the latter group as president. 
He had also been a member of the 
Illinois Landscape Association, the 
American Phytopathological Society, 
the Highland Park chamber of com- 
merce and many other organizations. 

Born in Italy in 1895, Mr. Fiore 
came to this country in 1907. After 
a brief period in the east, he came to 
Chicago’s north shore area of big 
private estates and in 1913 began the 
practice of the landscape work he 
had learned as a boy. In 1915 he 
went into the nursery business, plant- 
ing two acres of stock. The business 
now utilizes approximately 325 acres, 
growing for both wholesale and 
tail distribution a broad range of 
nursery materials, including such 
specialties as varied topiary subjects, 
created by the skill which Mr. Fiore 
had taught to his son John and 
nursery employee. 

Besides the widow, Josephine, the 
three sons survive—Alfred L., vice- 
president of the firm: John C., secre- 
tary-treasurer, and Charles, Jr., a di- 
rector. A daughter, Clara Maria 
Zenzola, Highwood, is also a sur- 
vivor, and her husband is associated 
with the nursery.

PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 








Phlox Speciosa 


Phlox speciosa is a shrubby little 
thing of a foot or so, sparsely 
clothed in linear leaves, which may 
be a great beauty or quite unattrac- 
tive in different forms, but one can 
count on its always being a difficult 
problem in the garden. All that may 
not sound encouraging to the Con- 
necticut reader who inquired about 
the species, and it is not meant to be, 
because I never have seen much, 
except the beauty of some forms, 
that would be encouraging. In the 
first place, there are few other plants 
that I know which resent root dis- 
turbance as this phlox does, even 
little seedlings curling up after the 
most careful transplanting. Struck 
cuttings are equally difficult; one can 
only do the work as carefully as he 
can, say a prayer to the plant gods 
and wait for results. Unfortunately, 
in most cases, he will not have to 
wait long. 

The plant is said to vary widely in 
flower color, running all the way 
from deep rose pink to dull, some- 
times ugly pink. (The _ rose-pink 
shade in a flower an inch or more 
across, with the corolla lobes split 
almost to the center, is the preferred 
one among the Pacific northwest gar- 
deners, I believe.) Flower size and 
floriferousness also vary. But all the 
types seem intractable in the garden 
until they are finally established in 
well-drained soil, rich in leaf mold, 
in either sun or part shade. To any- 
one who wishes to try his luck with 
the plant, my advice would be to 
plant fresh seeds in a favorite pot 
used for planting out (pot and all), 
and even then to expect severe 
losses. If one should hit upon a plan 
for safe handling, he will have the 
market all to himself. 


Gaultheria Ovatifolia 


Putting two and two together in 
the matter of the ericaceous subject, 
Gaultheria ovatifolia, I do not ar- 
rive at four: I arrive at measureless 
admiration for it along with all other 
gaultherias that I have grown. Oil of 
the eastern wintergreen, Gaultheria 
procumbens, has often relieved the 
agony of strained muscles and rheu- 
matic pains, as well as provided me 
with a pleasant beverage, and the 
plant is a delightful garden subject. If 
I could grow salal, G. shallon, to the 
five or six feet mentioned by trav- 


elers in the Pacific northwest, | 
should include it in my list of special 
friends among the winiergreen 
brothers. Twenty years ago, when I 
finally gave up trying to grow 
G. ovatifolia, I certainly would not 
have included it among my friends. 
Now that I know that nursery- 
grown plants are easy to establish in 
the garden, however, I have forgiven 
my collected material, accepted the 
assurance of a friend that the failure 
of my groping efforts to win the 
plant’s affection followed the usual 
pattern of the earlier days of its cul- 
tivation and can now put my stamp 
of approval on another good garden 
plant for certain conditions. 

The “certain conditions,” I am 
told by several gardeners who have 


grown this wintergreen, include a 
cool climate—or shade in warm sec. 
tions—and a moist soil, on the acid 
side, containing an abundance of 
leaf mold or peat. A good plant must 
be a most pleasing sight, with its 
small, glossy leaves and _ persistent, 
deep crimson berries. When it has 
spread into a ground cover it would 
no doubt be attractive, with its small, 
creamyv-white, sometimes flushed 
pink flowers in early spring. Other 
forms of gaultheria come quite read- 
ily from fall-sown seeds; so I see no 
reason why this one could not be 
planted singly in small pots of peat 
and plunged in a peat bed over win- 
ter. Subsequent handling would 
probably have to be in pots, too, to 
avoid root disturbance. Other forms

shade. 

Iberis Taurica 


May I add a few words to the note 
in the January 15, 1951, issue on 
Iberis taurica? Among other things 
said at that time, I remarked that 
this candytuft has growth habits 
somewhat “on the order of I. sem- 
pervirens and it possesses about the 
same degree of hardiness, which 
means that it would be useful in all 
except the coldest parts of the coun- 
try. Although fully hardy in north- 
ern Michigan, able to withstand 
temperatures as low as 20 degrees 
below zero and coming unscathed 
through winters that severely dam- 
aged some candytuft foliage, it is 
apparently not a long-lived plant and 
may be little more than a biennial 
under ordinary garden conditions.” 

I may add now that it is a bien- 
nial and nothing more. However, its 
showy corymbs of rose-pink flowers 
on 8-inch plants are worth some 
effort and I believe that it would 
sell in a neighborhood nursery. 


Melampodium Cinereum 


When I wrote a recent note on 
Melampodium cinereum I searched 
in vain for a report which I had 
written when the plant was first in 
my trials in 1937. Since then I have 
located the note and include here 
that part of it which has bearing on 
an inquiry I have just received: 

“The flowering again this year 
(this was 1937) of Melampodium 
cinereum, with its profusion of white 
flowers, somewhat suggestive of a 
single, white zinnia, on stems to 
eight inches in height, brings to the 
fore a plant which needs further in- 
vestigation, especially by the neigh- 
borhood grower who is looking for 
an unusual plant for yearly sales. It 
has most of the attributes of the per- 
fect bedding plant, low edging plant 
and rock garden ornament, includ- 
ing ease of culture in a sunny, well- 
drained spot, neatness and long 
blooming habit. Experience in north- 
ern Michigan shows that it tends to 
be everblooming, not in a sparing 
way, but prodigiously from spring 
until fall, and comes into flower 
within three months of seed sowing.” 

I was not sure of its life span then 
any more that I was later, as witness 
the following note found in a 1944 
book: “Since I first noted this plant 
in our trials, I have been puzzled by 
its behavior and am still unable to 
tell if it is an annual, a perennial too 
tender for this severe climate or a 
plant of indeterminate duration that

blooms itself to death in a vear or 
two.” 

When I go to the books for infor- 
mation on this point I find Dr. Parks 
saying, in his “Valuable Plants Na- 
tive to Texas,” that it “appears as a 
heavy cluster of somewhat crowded 
stems about six inches high. This 
bears throughout the summer a suc- 
cession of white, daisylike flowers 
consisting of a few tube flowers in 
the center and four to seven white 
ray petals. This is easily transplanted 
from the wild or grown from seeds. 
't makes a beautiful border plant and 
is well adapted to cover rocky and 
unsightly hills along roadsides.” Al- 
though he does not say it in so many 
words, I assume from his descrip- 
tion that it is a perennial in Texas. 

In “Hortus Second” 1 find that 
M. cinereum is a perennial, to a foot 
tall, growing in Texas and New 
Mexico. The same authority says 
M. leucanthum, from Kansas and 
Colorado to Texas, is of the same 
stature, with hairy leaves instead of 
the silvery pubescent ones of the 
other and larger white flowers 


Crowberries 


The crowberries, empetrum, are 
low, heathlike shrubs with evergreen 
leaves, inconspicuous flowers and 
generally showy fruits. In the north- 
ern part of their range, northern 
Eurasia, they serve a useful purpose 
in the domestic economy of the na- 
tives and might do so this far south 
if we did not have the grocer to sup- 
ply our food. Crowberries certainly 
can be used to advantage in our 
ornamental gardening if we call on 
them. 

Empetrum nigrum, the crowberry 
of common speech, is the best known 
of American species, growing over 
much of the country north of the 
southern Great lakes region. It is a 
small, evergreen shrub, with small. 
inconspicuous, purplish flowers in 
April or May, which are succeeded 
by black fruits in August and Sep- 
tember. E. atropurpureum, held by 
some to be a form of the first named, 
is more a trailer and has reddish o 
purplish fruits. It is said to be re- 
stricted in its natural range to the 
extreme northeastern part of the 
United States and the adjoining ter- 
ritory in Canada. The showiest of all 
the crowberries that I have seen is 
E. eamesi, with pink to light red 
fruits. It is reported in eastern Can- 
ada from Labrador southward. 

While I am on the subject of crow- 
berries, I might well mention Corema 
conradi, a closely allied plant from 
the pine barrens of New Jersey 
northward to Newfoundland. It at-

Diascia Barberae 


South Africa has given us many 
lovely annuals, some of which are 
rather difficult to bring to full glory 
outdoors in the north. But it has sent 
us one, Diascia barberae, of the fig- 
wort family, which is not only easy 
to handle, but is also a champion 
long bloomer. Why it is not more 
used as a bedding plant is hard to 
understand, for it commences to 








bloom within two months or so from | 


seeds and continues, not sparingly 
but quite profusely, from then until 
hard frosts. Its height of a foot to 15 
inches (depending upon fertility, | 
suspect) fits it for many garden 
roles, and the pleasing salmon-pink, 
5-lobed flowers, which are close to 
an inch across, make it a nice com 
panion for most of the popular bed- 
ding plants. And it is not to be ig- 
nored as a pot plant for spring sales 

In the open, it does well in a light, 
sandy medium, though that is not 
likely to be essential to its welfare: 
it just happens that that is all I have 
ever had to grow it in. It stands much 
more dry weather than one would 
expect from a plant of its nature.

June and root in an ordinary cut- 
ting frame. Give about half shade, 
especially at first, and keep the cut- 
tings from flagging. You will be able 
to get more cuttings in August, but 
you will seldom get half as many 
strikes then. 

Daphne mezereum. Seeds afford 
the best way to increase this daphne 
so far as numbers are concerned, but 
a correspondent asks for the way to 
handle the cuttings. One good way 
is to take soft cuttings with a node 
or two of old wood in June. Root 
them in a shaded peat bed and pot 
in a leafy soil in fall before frost de- 
foliates the cuttings. Keep in a pro- 
tected frame over winter, and stop 
them the next spring after they have 
made a little growth. 

Linum salsoloides nanum. Take 
soft cuttings, preferably in June or 
July, I believe, in an ordinary cut- 
ting frame. Transplant to a gravelly 
bed when large enough to handle or 
pot singly and carry them over win- 
ter in a protected frame.

The original plant of the Stoveken 
Anglojap yew, Taxus media stove- 
keni, was selected about 1932 from 
a block of seedling T. cuspidata by 
A. Stoveken, foreman of the A. N. 
Pierson Nursery, Cromwell, Conn., 
who moved it to his home garden 
for observation. 

This fastigiate clone is vigorous, 
growing 12 to 18 inches annually. 
The habit is broad columnar. The 
branches are erect, fastigiate and ap- 
pressed, with some secondary twigs 
or branchlets growing on the current 
season’s growth of vigorous leaders. 
The bark of the leaders is thick and 
leathery, green in color, but becom- 
ing bright reddish orange where ex- 
posed to winter sun and red brown 
the second summer, except for the 
adnate leaf bases, which are green. 

The leaves are dark green, glossy, 
mostly radially spreading, about one 
inch long and slightly tapered with 
acute apex. No winter damage has 
been observed on the leaves of this 
clone at Wooster, O. 

This clone, in tests at Ohio State 
University, appears to be one of the 
best upright types of yews. L. C. C.

inspection. Thus the storage period 
ranged from eight to 10 months 

table 1). The appearance classifica- 

tion (poor, fair or good) was based 
on leaf and root colors and turgid- 
ity. A representative sample of 150 
plants from each test lot 
shipped by express to the Coastal 
Plain research station, Willard, 
N. C., and planted, in cooperation 
with J. W. Sumner, superintendent. 
One month later, survival and vigor 
as indicated by growth of plants 
were recorded.

Results 


The percentages of bundles with 
decayed plants and with plants in 
poor, fair and good condition upon 
removal from 30 degrees F. storage 
after eight to 10 months are given 
in table 1 for each of the nine va- 
rieties. Plants stored in crates with 
polyethylene liners, with or without 
sphagnum, were superior in leaf and 
root appearance to plants stored in 
moss in standard wire-bound crates 
without liners. Plants stored bare- 
rooted in polyethylene liners with- 
out moss were as good as, and in 
some varieties better than, plants 
stored in polyethylene with moss. No 
decay was found in any of the plants 
stored in polyethylene liners with- 
out moss. Plants of one variety 
(Bellmar) developed decay in 15 pe: 
cent of the bundles in the polyethy- 
lene liner with moss. Excessive mois- 
ture found in the bottom laver of 
moss in this test lot probably favored 
decay development. 

Plants stored in polyethylene lin- 
ers with or without moss had green, 
turgid leaves and bright, succulent 
roots. In comparison, leaves of plants 
stored in the standard wire-bound 
crates were yellow to brown, were 
generally dry and appeared dead. 
The sphagnum in the standard wire- 
bound crate test lots was dry in the 
top and bottom layers and at the 
ends of the crate. Similarly, the plant 
roots in these locations were dry and 
severely desiccated in some cases. 

The average percentage of the 
field-set plants of all strawberry va- 
rieties that survived from the poly- 
ethylene-lined crates without moss 
was 92, from _ polyethylene-lined

unlined standard crates with moss 74. 
The average percentage of vigorous 
lants of all varieties was 58 for 
polycthylene-lined crates without 
moss, 41 for polyethylene-lined crates 
with moss and only 27 for unlined 
standard wire-bound crates with 
moss. 
Discussion and Conclusions 

The results of this test suggest the 
desirability of using polyethylene 
liners in crates for extended storage 
of strawberry plants. Plants kept in 
good condition in polythylene-lined 
crates for eight to 10 months at 30 
degrees F. Use of sphagnum around 
the plants in the lined crates was 
found unnecessary. 

One nurseryman using this meth- 
od stated that the cost of the film 
liner is approximately 10 cents per 
crate less than that of sphagnum re- 
quired to pack a standard wire- 
bound crate. Because of less weight 
in the package without moss, the 
shipping cost also would be lower. 

Certain precautions should be 
taken in using this method of pack- 
ing. Plants should be free of soil and 
not excessively moist and should be 
placed in cold storage immediately. 
Storage temperatures above 32 de- 
grees F. should be avoided, as root 
growth may occur after six months’ 
storage. Packing of plants in poly- 
ethylene liners during warm days in 
the fall should be avoided, as exces- 
sive moisture from condensation 
might favor decay development in 
storage. Nurserymen desiring to test 
this promising method of strawberry 
plant storage are cautioned to do so 
on a limited scale only, as these con- 
clusions are based on only a single 
year’s commercial trials.

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FRUIT AND NUT RESEARCH 


Expanded work on virus diseases 
and on control of nematodes was 
considered as the most urgent of sev- 
eral high-priority research needs in 
the field of fruit and nut crops by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture deciduous fruit and tree 
nut research and marketing advisory 
committee at its annual meeting last 
vear. 

Also high on the committee’s list 
of necessary research are fundamen- 
tal studies of the chemical constitu- 
ents of fruits and nuts, to permit 
better control of flavor, color and 
texture in both fresh and processed 
products, and further basic investi- 
gations of enzyme action affecting 
product quality in these crops. 

Among top-priority marketing re- 
search proposals urged by the com- 
mittee was expanded work to deter- 
mine the causes of post-harvest 
losses in fruit quality, including de- 
velopment of methods to promote 
desirable changes and control unde- 
sirable changes in fruit products 
during storage and marketing. The 
committee also saw a need for fur- 
ther research on instruments and 
objective tests to measure market 
quality of apples, peaches, pears, 
plums and cherries. 

The following additional lines of 
work were also cited by the commit- 
tee among the top needs for fruit and 
nut research: 

Production research: Expanded 
work on the breeding of grapes for 
greater disease resistance and high 
quality, of blackberries. to produce 
thornless types, and of strawberries 
for resistance to red stele and other 
diseases. Expanded research on in- 
sects as carriers of virus diseases of 
tree fruits, grapes, berries and other 
fruits. Further effort in the fields of 
plant exploration and introduction, 
and in research to determine the 
residues of pesticide chemicals in or 
on fruits and soils and their effect 
on product quality.

Growing Taxus q 
One of the largest growers of taxus P 
in the United States is undoubtedly i 
the Fairview Evergreen Nurseries, _ 
Fairview, Pa. 12 miles west of Erie, k 
Pa., on the main route between : 
Cleveland, O., and Buffalo, N. Y. is 
This nursery of 500 acres is only n 
two miles from Lake Erie and is oper- p 
ated by the Hetz family. About 4 1 
p. m. October 3, 1956, Stan, who ul 
writes this column, drove up to the e 
loading platform of the evergreen i 
nursery, parked his truck and pro- | 
ceeded to a garage where nursery t 
equipment was being readied for the 7 
field. Everyone in this “shop” was j 
dressed like a mechanic, it seemed. I ( 
discovered that two of the Hetz 8 
family were there supervising the job. € 
Neil R. Hetz asked if I wished to J 
see some of the nursery, and in a few ‘ 
minutes we were on a tour. Neil | 
turned on a switch in his station ( 
wagon and I heard the office direct- ( 
ing one of the supervisors. Men were 
cleaning weeds out of a large block ‘ 
of young yews by hoeing. This firm ( 
has not found the new chemicals sat- ' 
isfactory for weed control. ( 


Puerto Ricans have been satisfac- | 
tory labor; in fact the same men re- | 
turn year after year, so new men do | 
not have to be trained each year. In 
November the men leave for their 
island home in the Caribbean. The 
fare is about $100. 

The nursery was very clean, and 
this in a year when it has rained often 
represents a feat! I saw a large block | 
of young yews that had just been set 
out. Evidently winter heaving of 
plants does not bother the Hetzes, 
as I saw another block (older) which 
I was informed had also been set 
out in the fall. 

During World World II it was nec- 
essary to grow Taxus capitata from 
cuttings, but these plants were not 
so satisfactory as plants grown from 
seeds. (Other taxus growers agree 
on this point.) 


I saw several long rows of Juni- 
perus glauca hetzi that were staked. 
Inspecting the Ilex convexa hetzi, 
I compared the regular convexa with | 
the Hetz type and found that the 
leaf of the latter is over twice as 
large and has the characteristic 
curved shape. Neil Hetz stated that | 
the Hetz type is not so particular | 
about soil as the regular convexa. 
(Homer Thornton and Mike Sebian 
both say that 2-year liners of Hetz 
ilex will make good 15 to 18-inch

plants in two years—the plant is a 
fast grower.) Neil Hetz is growing a 
few upright Hetz ilex. In soil of pH 
6 I saw many fine ilex. 

The Hetzes grow a tremendous 
quantity of Berberis thunbergi atro- 
purpurea. Though they are near the 
Erie airport where there are Japa- 
nese beetles, they have managed to 
keep plants free of these pests. 

I left the nursery feeling that this 
is an important, well-run establish- 
ment and that anyone interested in 
plants is welcome to look around. 
The Hetzes are workers and dress so 
that they can perform any duty nec- 
essary in the practical work of carry- 
ing on a nursery. 

When I wrote the foregoing I 
thought that was the final word on 
Taxus capitata, but it wasn’t. I have 
just returned from a trip to western 
Ohio where I came upon a lone 
specimen taxus. I asked the nurs- 
eryman how much he wanted for it. 
He said it was not for sale, that it 
was his only Taxus capitata stock 
plant. A good many “caps” are thin; 
one can see through them. Not this 
one; it was the most beautiful taxus 
I believe I have ever seen. This nurs- 
eryman grows his “caps” from top 
cuttings from this yew. That is the 
way Henry Hicks propagated Taxus 
capitata back in 1920. So I pre- 
sume there is no last word in propa- 
gating Taxus capitata—at least not 
until I visit another taxus grower.

mind. It is quite apparent that there 
is a selling and education job to be 
done—one which will point the way 
to the sale of more adaptable trees 
to the yet untouched market of new 
homeowners. The people who ex- 
pressed preference for the elm, ma- 
ple, oak and linden would be will- 
ing to pay about $5.85 for a 6 to 8- 
foot tree of this type. 

When people were asked to rank 
their favorite a grown specifi- 
cally for flowers, 22 per cent rated 
lilac as their first choice, making it 
the favorite over spiraea, honey- 
suckle, philadelphus, forsythia and 
rose, which were named in that 
order. 

Those inteviewed expressed little 
interest in hedging materials. Al- 
though privet was the most popular, 
and honeysuckle and rose were men- 
tioned, 35 per cent had no choice. 
It was clear that either people were 
not generally familiar with hedging 
materials or that they did not want 
a hedge around their home.

tree would you choose as a good 
specimen for planting in the front or 
back yard, solely for ornamental rea- 
sons?”, people listed willow (16 per 
cent), then maple, blue spruce, red- 
bud and magnolia. 

Although the nursery salesyard 
was the type of establishment pre- 
ferred as the place in which to pur- 
chase packaged, dormant ornamen- 
tal plants, people in general favored 
potted or container-grown plants 
over those which were bare-root. 

There is much controversy among 
nurserymen in regard to the best 
advertising medium. One medium 
that is generally overlooked is the 
nurseryman’s own City and 
state clubs, such as Kiwanis, Rotary, 
Kniehts of Columbus and chambers 
of commerce, to name only a few, 
are all advertising fields in a certain 
sense. By the same token, the nurs- 
eryman has a job to do in answering 
questions in regard to plant selection 
and care; people look to him for the 
answers. ‘This was pointedly brought 
out by the fact that, of the people 
interviewed who had received infor- 
mation on plant selection and care, 
only 19 per cent had received this 
information from the nurserymen 
themselves, as one of the accompany- 
ine diagrams indicates.

Mail-Order Packaging 


If a nursery is doing any volume 
of its business via mail, it should plan 
to dig the bulk of its stock in the 
fall and overwinter it under condi- 
tions of controlled temperature (and 
preferably of controlled humidity). 
Spring digging in itself is not unde- 
sirable, but, in areas particularly 
susceptible to severe winters or wet 
or delayed springs, the timing of 
digging operations for early spring 
deliveries is often a problem. Not 
only that, but other activities, such 
as planting and potting, must also 
be considered an integral part of the 
spring push. 

Hardy plant materials should be 
in the hands of customers living in 
mail-order shipping zone 5 not later 
than the first week in April and pref- 
erably a little before. Most thornless 
stock with flexible roots and upper 
growth can be shipped short dis- 
tances in 50 or 60-pound 1'2-mil 
polyethylene-coated kraft paper. If 
there is any doubt in the mind of the 
wrapper that the plant materials 
may break through the confining 
outer wrap, or if the shipment is to 
go a long distance, it would be ad- 
visable to use a heavy, creped asphalt 
inner liner in conjunction with the 
coated paper.

INSURANCE FOR LINERS 


Often one’s best laid plans are shat- 
tered by later unexpected events. As 
nurserymen, whose business and wel 
fare depend so much on changes in 
weather, we know only too well that 
this is true. Lining-out stock, which 
already represents a sizable investment, 
is especially vulnerable to adverse 
weather changes until new roots are 


established. 


BASIC PRINCIPLE 
ESTABLISHED 


Hoping to reduce these losses, some 
agricultural schools tried many devices 
to protect plant liners. At Michigan 
State University it was demonstrated 
that a plastic spray coating over the 
leaves provided just such protection. 
Even in one of the first tests, which 
utilized large evergreens, the treated 
plants survived and the untreated ones 
died. Subsequent applications by thou- 
sands of horticulturists proved the ef- 
fectiveness of such coatings. 


RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS 

With the basic principle established, 
the raw test material was further re- 
fined and tailored to make it safe and 
effective for all plants. After five years 
of development it has been made safe 
for all plants except certain annuals 
and succulent perennials. Depending 
on the health of the plant, certain vari- 
eties of Malus, Crataegus and Mag: 
nolia may exhibit some defoliation, but 
this is not detrimental to the plant. 

This improved plastic spray is now 
offered world-wide under the trade 
name of Wilt-Pruf. It has report- 
edly already saved millions of plants 
and has also permitted all-year-round 
planting with safety. 


CAUTION URGED 

The manufacturer, Nursery Spe- 
cialty Products, Inc., Croton Falls, 
N. Y., emphasizes that to avoid clog 
ging the Wilt-Pruf should be carefully 
washed from sprayers after the appli- 
cation. But should clogging occur, an 
effective solvent is available. 

It is also important not to use frozen 
Wilt-Pruf. Wilt-Pruf has a storage 
life of more than two years if not 
frozen, but freezing will cause the 
plastic particles to change character 
and settle out. The surface liquid on 
frozen Wilt-Pruf may be harmful to 
plants. 


age facilities in which most peren- 
nials can be held successfully at 
temperatures between 27 and 28 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, losses which were 
commonplace in years gone by are 
rarities today. There are those per- 
ennials, however, which require 
careful handling; they must be proc- 
essed at the proper stage of the sea- 
son and checked carefully for 
moisture content. Shasta daisy, hibis- 
cus, tritoma, stokesia, pyrethrum and 
some of the hybrid carnations are 
types which often deteriorate in 
storage or handling if not carefully 
watched. It has been known for some 
time that maturity is directly related 
to the keeping quality of seeds. In 
preliminary tests this year with roses 
at the University of lowa, Ames, a 
direct correlation was established 
between the time of digging and per- 
formance in and after storage. Any 
material dug and artificially defoli- 
ated as early as September 24, about 
22 days before the first killing frost, 
had a poor survival rate if planted 
in fall, was generally unsatisfactory 
in storage and, if planted in spring, 
showed survival percentages above 
those figures recorded for fall plant- 
ing, but still unsatisfactory. 

Dormant mail-order perennials, as 
root, root-crown or greentop, if 
handled early in the season in the 
dormant condition, and dry, can be 
successfully packaged by placing the 
order in a 1¥2-mil polyethylene sack, 
sealing and overwrapping in 50- 
pound kraft paper or placing in a 
box. For late spring shipments, ship- 
ments of greentops from midseason 
on, shipments of spring-dug stock or 
shipments of stock showing forced 
growths, plants should first be tied 
together at the lower crown to avoid 
crushing the foliage, then placed in 
a polyethylene sack overwrapped 
with kraft paper or placed in a card- 
board box, or wrapped directly in 
60-pound 12-mil polyethylene-coat- 
ed kraft paper secured at the crown 
with another tie. 

The first principle to be observed 
in retail packaging is that no plant 
material should leave the salesyard 
wrapped in a haphazard manner 
The great majority of homeowners 
leave the salesyard with the inten- 
tion of planting the stock immedi- 
ately. However, many customers are 
week-end gardeners, and the week- 
end is also the time for visiting and 
other activities which may interrupt 
the best laid plans. This points up the 
need for packaging which will hold 
the plant in good condition as long 
as possible. 

At first sight, this may appear a 
rather costly process, and it would

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be if it were all done at the wrap- 
ping counter after the stock has been 
paid for. Why not prepackage all 
bare-root stock handled and mark 
up accordingly ? 

Prepackaging is valuable for the 
following reasons: (1) The product, 
neatly displayed and graded, will de- 
mand a better price. (2) Packaged 
merchandise will facilitate handling 
and provide slack period work for 
employees, eliminate need for the 
sawdust bin and reduce the chances 
of loss as a result of improper han- 
dling. (3) Packaging will preserve 
the plant material in the salesyard, 
as well as after it leaves the nursery. 


This third point brings up the 
question of plant preservation, a 
subject which has many ramifica- 
tions. In salesyards fitted with me- 
chanical refrigeration, most bare- 
root stock can be kept dormant for 
relatively long periods of time and 
consequently can be handled or sold 
by the store until late in the spring. 
If the yard is without refrigeration, 
bare-root or packaged stock must be 
handled early in the season, since it 
would be difficult, at best, to keep 
the plants dormant. 


Preservation Methods 


The shelf life of dormant plant 
materials not handled in growing 
containers can be extended by four 
methods or combinations thereof. 
These procedures are (1) root 
wrapping; (2) root wrapping sup- 
plemented with cane waxing; (3 
root wrapping with a polyethylene 
cane cover, and (4)—a modification 
of No. 3—the application of a poly- 
ethylene bag over the entire bare- 
root plant. The method used depends 
upon custom, facilities and market 
demand. So far, there is no indica- 
tion that any one procedure is bet- 
ter than another. 

At the present time, the greatest 
emphasis on waxing has been placed 
on root-wrapped hybrid tea roses. In 
this role, there is little doubt of the 
effectiveness of wax in preserving the 
plant material and generally extend- 
ing the shelf life of the product. It 
is conceivable that in the near fu- 
ture, with the advent of new blends, 
and as more is learned about appli- 
cation, the waxing of nearly all plant 
materials handled via retail outlets 
will become commonplace. 

In the use of wax, the operator 
must not use the wax to cover up 
defects or use colored wax to give 
life to dead plant material. It is 
especially important for the sales- 
yard to concentrate on repeat busi- 
ness; a customer may be fooled once, 
but not two or three times. Recent

tests indicate that temperatures 
above 170 degrees Fahrenheit are 
optimum for the waxing of most 
rose canes. However, at tempera- 
tures approximating 210 degrees, a 
thinner coat, less apt to sag, is de- 
posited on the cane. Cane visibility 
is greatly improved. 

As a means of extending the sea- 
son, container-grown stock has been 
a boon to the nursery salesyard. 
Forced roses are among the top sales 
items and hold the feature spot in 
many spring promotions. Varieties of 
roses differ in their response to stor- 
age and handling procedures; for 
example, Golden Rapture, Lowell 
Thomas and Caledonia are noted for 
their ability to break bud early, 
whereas Mission Bells and Chrysler 
Imperial are quite slow to break. 
The salesyard, of course, should or- 
der its roses early and pot them 
Many complaints are filed against 
rose wholesalers on the grounds that 
their roses were no geood because 
they did not grow. However, close 
analysis of individual complaints 
frequently reveals that the blame lies 
not with the supplier, but with the 
receiver. 


Tests Show Best Methods 


Recent tests at the University of 
Iowa, using the variety Talisman, an 
average-breaking variety, demon- 
strated a few peculiarities about the 
handling procedures for roses to be 
forced in containers. Soaking the 
root systems of the plant at least an 
hour before potting is an important 
part of the potting procedure. Dor- 
mant plants which were soaked and 
potted immediately and forced at a 
temperature of 65 degrees and a rela- 
tive humidity of 60 per cent showed 
only 70 per cent survival. Plants 
which were held packaged for three 
days at room temperature before 
potting enjoyed 100 per cent sur- 
vival and the most uniform and 
rapid bud break produced by any 
one treatment. Root-wrapped roses 
allowed to remain at room tempera- 
ture for three days, as well as root- 
wrapped roses held in storage for 
one week, also gave 100 per cent sur- 
vival readings 36 days after potting. 

On the other hand, plants ex- 
posed, bare-root, at room tempera- 
ture for eight, 16 and 24 hours gave 
survival readings of 40, 30 and 20 
per cent, respectively. Roses which 
were received one month later, and 
which were showing some sprout ac- 
tivity, gave 100 per cent survival 
readings for all treatments except 
the 1-week, root-wrap storage treat- 
ment and the 16 and 24-hour bare- 
root exposure treatment. Here again, 
as in so many instances of plant cul-

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BOOK REVIEWS 





“PLANTS OF THE BIBLE” 


For those persons who are inter- 
ested in the identity of plants men- 
tioned in the Bible, about which there 
has been much controversy, and for 
those who prize handsome horticul- 
tural books, “Plants of the Bible” can 
be recommended. It is obviously the 
work of love of a New Zealander 
with a lifetime of botanical experi- 
ence, A. W. Anderson, who is an as- 
sociate of honor of the Royal Insti- 
tute of Horticulture of New Zealand. 
He has not only consulted a large 
number of books on the subject, but 
brings to his study an understanding 
of horticulture and an accuracy of 
perception which makes his com- 
ments notable. The book of 72 pages 
and 12 color plates, handsomely 
bound in white cloth, with the title 
in gold, was printed in England and 
is issued in this country by the Philo- 
sophical Library at $6. 

An introductory section discusses 
the plants mentioned in the Bible 
and the conclusions which have been 
drawn as to their identity. Then fol- 
low individual treatments of 24 
plants, of which 12 are illustrated by 
color plates from botanical works, 
mainly of the 19th century, and of 
themselves of some antiquarian in- 
terest. 


GROWING HOLLIES 

To simplify the task of growing 
hollies and to aid the public in their 
appreciation, H. Gleason Mattoon 
has written “Growing Evergreen 
Hollies,” of which the second edition 
is now being published by the Horti- 
cultural Newsletter, Arlington, Vt., 
at $1. 

This 48-page paper-bound booklet 
is a good popular survey of the field 
of hollies, indicating the proper kinds 
to grow, with the species and varie- 
ties that can be grown in each state, 
and a guide to the various phases of 
culture. Sixteen species and 100 va- 
rieties are mentioned or described 
in the book.

Since the first edition of 
Native Trees of Florida” 
through five printings from 1946 to 
1952, the revised edition now issued, 
by the University of Florida Press, 
at $4.50, would seem timely. The au- 
thors, Erdman West and Lillian E. 
Arnold, botanists at the university, 
have long made a study of the flora of 
the state, particularly trees. About 
200 species are treated, each on a 
page, the various parts of the plant 
being described, distinguishing char- 
acteristics mentioned and comments 
on habitat and location added.

The revised edition adds six species 
to those previously described, in- 
cludes some information on others 
from later observations, brings the 
nomenclature up to date and replaces 
some of the drawings with newer 
ones.

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Container Plant Growing 


By Vernon T. Stoutemyer 


The use of container-grown nurs- 
ery stock on a large scale in Califor- 
nia has led to many experiments in 
other parts of the country with this 
growing-marketing procedure. Even 
in the colder parts of the country, it 
has been possible to bring this type 
of nursery stock through the winter 
with simple methods of protection. 

The many advantages which this 
method offers have been irresistibly 
attractive. The seasonal nature of 
the nursery business, one of its great 
handicaps in all climates, is being 
overcome. It is possible to offer plants 
in full bloom when they are most 
appealing to the customer. Plants 
can be grown in steam-sterilized or 
fumigated soil, thus assuring free- 
dom from nematodes, insects or dis- 
ease fungi, which would be impos- 
sible to obtain in field-grown stock. 
Container stock can be planted with 
a low percentage of replacements. 

Various Can Types Used 

The use of the asphalt-dipped con- 
tainer began in Los Angeles around 
1904, according to one of the pioneer 
nurserymen in that city. By far the 
most used container is the No. 10, 
or so-called 1-gallon can. These cans 
come from restaurants and are saved 
for collectors who arrive on a regu- 
lar schedule with large but rather 
light trucks. These collectors con- 
tact only the larger restaurants and 
hotels, for the smaller restaurants do 
not have enough volume to make 
the operation pay. The whole busi- 
ness is operated on a highly competi- 
tive basis. 

The round 3-gallon or egg can 
from bakeries has to some extent 
displaced the square 5-gallon can, 
since the former will grow practical- 
ly as large a plant, requires less soil 
and is lighter and easier to handle. 
A few 2-gallon containers are used 
for planting leftover bare-root roses 
to carry into the summer, although 
3-gallon cans are often used for this 
purpose. 

Some developments in containers 
are of particular interest to those 
seeking attractive items for retail 
salesyards. One of these is a salvage 
gallon can pressed to a tapered and 
fluted shape and provided with a

baked enamel finish in attractive 
colors. These containers nest well, 
and the balls of soil can be knocked 
out easily without injury to the con- 
tainer. Since they can be used re- 
peatedly they are often preferred by 
propagating nurseries growing larger 
plant sizes. Some specially manufac- 
tured smooth containers with the 
same tapered feature are available. 
These are similar in appearance to 
light water pails. 

Asphalted containers should last 
several seasons, and those with a 
baked enamel finish, three years or 
more. 

Canning Setups 

Nurseries in California which spe- 
cialize in the growing of container 
stock in the smaller sizes can be di- 
vided in two types. There are some 
large, highly mechanized organi- 
zations producing a great volume 
of stock. These firms are still evolv- 
ing some interesting new methods 
and equipment that represent gains 
in efficiency. 

At the other end of the scale are 
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a large number of small, family-size 
operations, which seldom produce 
much more than 20,000 or 30,000 
containers per year. Little in the way 
of mechanization is feasible in these 
cases, and yet enterprises of this type 
often do well by keeping overhead 
costs low, by growing stock of gen- 
erous size and excellent quality or by 
competitive pricing. 

Some of the larger nurseries have 
used canning machines with success 
in the 1-gallon size. 

Container plant growing requires 
a type of soil mix which will not 
shrink away from the side of the can, 
thus creating a problem in water- 
ing. The soil should be sufficiently 
porous to drain well. A capacity for 
holding nutrients and water is help- 
ful but by no means essential, if suit- 
able cultural methods are used. 
Since the growth of roots holds the 
ball of soil together, a cohesive soil 
is not needed as would be necessary 
for growing balled and burlapped 
stock in the field. 


Peat and Sand Mixtures 


Peat and sand mixtures are now 
much used for establishing cuttings 
in pots for liners, and they reduce 
losses that were formerly encoun- 
tered with other soil mixes and re-

Nutrition Methods 

There is also an entirely opposite 
approach to the problem of nutrition. 
in which nutrients, instead of being 
constantly applied, are incorporated 
in slowly available forms at the time 
of potting or shifting to a larger con- 
tainer. The glass mineral frits have 
been promising, and although nitro- 
gen sources present some difficulties, 
encouraging progress is being made 
The department of irrigation and 
soils of the University of California 
at Los Angeles is working on this 
problem. 

Watering of container stock should 
always be done thoroughly so that 
some drainage water comes out 
the can, or salts may accumulate 
and cause difficulty later. It is not 
uncommon to encounter wholly un- 
necessary difficulties of this type 
with soil and water of reasonably 
good quality.

Root Injury Possible 


One pitfall in container growing 
is the possibility of undesirable root 
binding. Some of the trouble begins 
with the liners that have sufficient 
pot binding to set the pattern for 
future trouble. Also, container stock 
which is overage may seem to be re- 
markably heavy, but does not per- 
form well when planted. Much of 
the container stock offered at cut- 
rate retail prices has the disadvan- 
tage of being this type. 

Another type of nursery special- 
izes in the production of large speci- 
men plants in sizes above those of 
the 3 and 5-gallon cans and caters 
to the needs of landscape architects. 
The stock includes multiple-trunk 
trees, coniferous evergreens grown 
in crooked and contorted forms, a 
wide variety of shrubs and single- 
trunk trees in heights of perhaps 10 

12 feet.

Sixty-gallon wooden wine or vine- 
gar barrels cost about $2.50 uncut. 
About one third of the upper part is 
cut off, and leaving two staves on 
opposite sides a little longer will 
prove an aid in handling. Drainage 
holes are drilled through the sides, 
as well as through the bottom. 
Tapered collapsible pine boxes, held 
together by two cleats on each side, 
are also used. These are considered 
expendable with the purchase of the 
plant. One box is made of thin wood 
and is bound with wire and designed 
to be planted in the soil with the tree 
or shrub. 

Wooden butter tubs will last two 
years and are often used for plant- 
ing shade plants. Composition orna- 
mental containers are sometimes used 
for both growing and final retail 
sales. 


Drainage Factor 


Although crushed rock or coarse 


gravel is often used on the bottom of 


the containers to provide drainage,

liner stock. One successful grower 
uses a mix of two-thirds black moun. 
tain soil and one-third sand, plus 10 
per cent local sewage sludge. For 
shade plants, he adds to the mixture 
one third by volume of peat moss 
The only feeding given to plants in 
this mixture is the addition of about 
one cupful of dried blood per plant, 
twice yearly. One feeding is com. 
monly given around Easter. Individ. 
ual watering with a hose is given 
only when actually needed. 

A wide variety of plants js 
grown, and the quality obtained js 
high. The shade plants are grown in 
a lath house, but all others are grown 
in the open in full sun. No effort is 
made to force growth, and a type of 
plant is thus produced which stands 
up well on the landscape job. 

Two men can handle and load all 
plants grown at this nursery. Larger 
plants are found in some nurseries, 
but usually they are specimens pur. 
chased from private homes and es- 
tates and lifted from the ground by 
the procedure of side-boxing. Only a 
nursery with complete tree-moving 
equipment would attempt to handle 
the largest size of boxed stock, which 
differs from most container stock in 
that it is grown largely in the soil. 


GEORGIA PEACH PIONEER 


James Taylor, Greer, S. C., was 
described in a recent feature article 
in a local newspaper as the father of 


the peach industry in upper South | 


Carolina. He was, according to the 
article, the first man to plant a peach 
tree in the area and the first man to 
cultivate an orchard from which 
fruit was shipped. Father of six sons 
who are all nurserymen or orchard- 
ists, Mr. Taylor sold some of the 
first peach trees in Spartanburg 
county, which now has a multimil- 
lion dollar peach industry. 

Born 89 years ago at Pleasant 
Grove, S. C., Mr. Taylor was em- 
ployed as a young man by Stark 
Bros. Nursery, Louisiana, Mo., at 
that time the biggest peach and apple 
tree nursery in the country. He re- 
turned to make his home at Greer, 
setting out his first peach planting 








in 1898 on a 2-acre plot. The peaches | 


were then hauled by wagon over 
muddy roads to Greenville and sold 
on the streets for whatever price 
they would bring. Aided by his six 
sons, Mr. Taylor worked and en- 
larged his orchards until they cov- 
ered 100 acres at the Greer location. 

The land owned in South Caro- 
lina by Mr. Taylor and his sons and 
devoted to nurseries or orchards now 
totals between 600 and 800 acres.

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WHAT'S THE BEST TREE: 


Spring to the homeowner is the 
season for planting trees. As the 
winter snows melt and the soil be- 
comes workable, arborists, nursery- 
men and others who are connected 
in any way with the propagation o1 
care of trees may anticipate being 
asked time and again in just about 
so many words, “What’s the best 
tree for me to plant in my yard?” 
There can be no stock answer to that 
question, for there is no single “best” 
tree. Even listing a number of spe- 
cies does not constitute a good an- 
swer. To answer the question prop- 
erly — to avoid responsibility for 
planting mistakes similar to those 
that mar the beauty of so many 
homes —a considerable amount of 
detailed information must be secured. 


Purpose of Planting 


One of the first things to be 
sidered is the major purpose the tree 
is expected to serve. A tree may be 
desired primarily for the shade it 
will provide to the house or lawn; 
it may be wanted to make the house 
harmonize better with its surround- 
ings; to provide a windbreak, or to 
serve as an ornamental feature val- 
ued for its foliage texture, flowers 
and fruit or autumn color. No tree 
can function as a Jack-of-all-trades: 
each species has certain inherent 
characteristics which enable it to fill 
specific requirements in landscape 
planting.

Let us assume the homeowner 
wants several trees principally to 
shade his house against the summer 
sun. Through some extensive and 
carefully controlled experiments it 
has been demonstrated that in such 
cases the best planting consists of 
placing high-branching deciduous 
trees relatively close to the house on 
the south and east sides, with lower- 
branching species on the west and 
northwest sides. It is said that trees 
so arranged can reduce the summer 
room temperature by as much as 20 
degrees. 

Perhaps a tree may be wanted to 
give some shade in the lawn area. 
Here again a high-branching tree 
that does not bear unduly thick foli- 
age should be used. If a low-branch- 
ing, heavily leaved tree is planted, it 
will cast such dense shade by the 
time it reaches maturity that main- 
tenance of a good grass cover under

the flow. In some cases, particularly 
where the pipes have been in place 
for many years, this characteristic 
may constitute a valid objection to 
the use of such species. 

Many lists of so-called “best” 
trees are available and these may 
serve as a guide in selection of spe- 
cies. They should not be accepted 
blindly. Local conditions must be 
considered, and the final selection 
based on full and complete know!l- 
edge of all factors involved.

depending on the species. Once 
rooted, the cuttings were potted and 
carried directly into the greenhouse, 
where they were placed directly on 
open greenhouse benches. Wire 
frames were placed over them, and 
the wire in turn, covered with 
polyethylene plastic. The newly pot- 
ted cuttings were placed under wire 
frames and plastic in this manner 
in order to harden them off. The 
plastic was kept completely closed 
over the cuttings for from two to 
three days, then, depending on the 
weather, it was gradually removed. 
This procedure of hardening off has 


was, 


led to successful stands of rooted 
cuttings. 
Once hardened off, the potted 


cuttings remained in the greenhouse 
on the benches until early fall, at 
which time they were moved out- 
doors and plunged in sawdust in a 
coldframe. They remained in the 
coldframe until the following spring, 
at which time they were planted 
directly out into nursery rows. 
Cuttings from Natural Plants 


Table I lists the results obtained 
with softwood cuttings taken from 
mature plants (19 to 39 years old) 
growing in the arboretum’s collec- 
tions. 

In surveying the results shown in 
table I, one can see that wounding 
the cuttings was definitely beneficial 
see Acer capillipes and Acer cissi- 
folium). In these two cases, where 
wounding was employed, much bet- 
ter and heavier rooting resulted than 
in the cases where Hormodin No. 3 
was used alone. The type of wound 
used was similar to that employed 
on rhododendron and ilex cuttings 
—a small piece of wood was actually 
removed from one side of the cutting 
at the basal end.

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fact, the cutting wood was not soft 
and succulent, and the resulting root 
action was poorer than if the cut- 
tings had been taken earlier. This 
point is emphasized by the results 
obtained with Acer cissifolium and 
Acer tataricum (table I) when the 
cuttings were taken in May. Not 
only did they root extremely fast 
and fairly successfully, but they went 
on to grow during the same season 
they rooted. 

This point is one of the biggest 
advantages in using polyethylene 
plastic for the rooting of softwood 
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cuttings, whether they be from 
Asiatic maples or not. The plastic 
creates conditions which are highly 
suitable for the rooting of soft, suc- 
culent cuttings taken early during 
the spring months. Handled in this 
manner, the cuttings root rapidly 
and once potted have the majority 
of the growing season still ahead of 
them. 

If rooted early in the season, a 
rooted cutting will, in most cases, 
be definitely larger than a seedling 
of the same species, at the end of 
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the first growing season. 
Cuttings from Seedlings 

Table II lists the results obtained 
with softwood cuttings taken from 
young seedlings forced in the green- 
house. 

The results shown in table II 
clearly indicate that when softwood 
cuttings are taken from young plants, 
these cuttings root well. While no 
one should put much stock in per- 
centages, as it is next to impossible 
to duplicate results from year to 
year, it is easy to see, when the re- 
sults in table I are compared with 
the results in table II, that the age 
of the stock plants has a great deal 
of effect upon the rooting results. 
Acer buergerianum is a good ex- 
ample. 

Along with this easy rooting of 
softwood cuttings from young plants 
is the fact that these small rooted 
cuttings go on and grow anywhere 
from four to 15 inches the same 
season. Now, it is not commercially 
feasible to force stock plants into 
growth in the greenhouse in the early 
spring months and make softwood 
cuttings from this forced growth. 
However, it is feasible to make soft- 
wood cuttings from these same young 
plants in May and June, while they 
are growing outdoors, and obtain 
the same rooting results. ‘The growth 
after rooting, however, will be less, 
due to a shorter growing season. 

Not all Asiatic maples tried so far 
have rooted successfully. For ex- 
ample, Acer mivabei (Japan) (See 
Fig. II), Acer mandshuricum (Man- 
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WOODEN FLATS, FENCE POSTS 
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churia) and Acer griseum (China 

See Fig. III) still resist attempts 
to root them successfully from soft. 
wood cuttings. By this statement | 
do not mean, however, that it was 
impossible to root them. That is not 
so. They have been rooted, all three, 
in varying small quantities, but at no 
time successfully enough to suggest 
their being propagated from soft. 
wood cuttings. 

So far, all of the work on these 
difficult species has been done with 
softwood cuttings taken from old 
plants growing in the arboretum 
collections. This was necessitated by 
the lack of young seedling plants, 
and it was not until the summer of 
1956 that it was possible to root 
Acer griseum cuttings at all. Here, 
once again, rooting was obtained by 
taking softwood cuttings from an 
8-year-old plant. Softwood cuttings 
taken from the older stock plants 
49 years old) never rooted. 

The propagation of Asiatic maples 
from softwood cuttings is feasible if 
a supply of seeds is lacking. The 
foregoing procedure is more expen- 
sive than growing these same plants 
from seeds, but this expense is offset, 
in part, by the fact that one does 
not have to wait until every second 
to fourth year to get a good supply 
of seeds, and second by the fact 
that, taken early enough, a softwood 
cutting will, in most cases, outgrow 
a seedling the first growing season. 

The advantage of making soft- 
wood cuttings from young plants 
(2 to 8 years old) is easily distin- 
guishable when one compares the 
rooting results in table IIT with those 
shown in table I. While in almost 
every case the softwood cuttings 
taken from the younger stock plants 
rooted better, there were two cases 
where the cuttings from older stock 
plants rooted fairly well (note the 
results obtained with Acer cissifolium 
and Acer capillipes). Also, it should 
not be overlooked that in both of 
these cases the cuttings were wound- 
ed. A comparison could not be 

obtained here, however, between 
young and old plants, because of the 
lack of young seedling plants. 

The use of artificial rooting hor- 
mones was varied and extensive, but 
with every maple the best results 
were obtained with Hormodin No. 3 
in powder form; this is the reason 
it is the only hormone named in the 
tables. As mentioned 
wounding was employed twice. In 
both instances the wounded cuttings 
rooted better than the unwounded 
cuttings.

The preceding is one procedure by

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sated. This method will not replace 
of supersede the propagation of these 
ame plants from seeds, but it can he 
ysed to produce these plants on a 
more regular schedule. Where there 
isan adequate seed supply the plants 
certainly should be propagated from 
eds, but an adequate seed supply 
isnot found every year. Either there 
are no seeds available, or the quantity 
available is limited. 

The last and probably most im- 
portant argument in favor of propa- 
gating these plants from cuttings is 
the fact that for many of them there 
is no commercial supply of seeds 
available anywhere. 


WORCESTER GROUP ACTIVE 

During the eight years since its 
organization, the Worcester County 
Landscape Gardeners’ Association, 
Worcester, Mass., has found effective 
means of pooling membership re- 
sources and of cooperating with oth- 
er groups for mutual benefit in the 
field of horticultural interests, ac- 
cording to Harvie E. G. Channin, a 
member of the organization. 

Formally organized in 1948, the as- 
sociation had as its express purpose 
the promotion of a better under- 
standing of landscape gardening and 
its problems among members and the 
public. For this end, both an edu- 
cational and a social program were 
developed. 

One of the results noted today is 
better landscaped homes in the area. 
There is also greater cooperation 
among the landscape men, who have 
become friendly business competitors. 
Meetings are held usually once a 
month at the Worcester County 
Horticultural Society building. The 
active program maintained has been 
important in keeping the organiza- 
tion alive and effective. 

Educational Features 


To carry out the educational ob- 
jectives, eminent speakers thoroughly 
acquainted with the various phases 
of landscape gardening have been 
obtained for meeting programs. 
Round-table discussions and question 
and answer periods are also held, 
and these, with the additional coop- 
eration of the Worcester county 
extension service, keeps members 
abreast of changing practices. 

Through the cooperation of the 
county extension service, also, the 
landscape men have served on panels 
and as individual speakers on radio 
and television programs. Through 
joint efforts, too, the members car- 
ried out a practical landscape demon- 
stration in a residential community, 
using several homes as sites for work

BARBERRY ROOTING TESTS 


From the University of Illinois, 
Urbana, come further records of 
rooting trials with woody materials 
under mist (Illinois State Florists’ 
Bulletin, September-October, 1956). 
In this case, the material used was 
the erect barberry, Berberis thun- 
bergi pluriflora erecta. Tip cuttings 
eight to 10 inches long were taken. 
There were four treatments with 10 
replicates of 20 cuttings each, a total 
of 800 cuttings. Cuttings were taken 
July 19 and removed from the inter- 
mittent mist August 16, 28 days 
later. Treatments were as follows: 

Trial 1—-Indoors, no hormone. 

Trial 2—Indoors, hormone. 

Trial 3—Outdoors, no hormone. 

Trial 4- Outdoors, hormone. 

The hormone used was Quickroot 
No. 1. 

As in previous reports, cuttings 
were graded as excellent, good, fair, 
poor and not rooted and given nu- 
merical values of 5, 4, 3, 2 and 1 for 
purposes of statistical analysis. 

Of the 200 cuttings in each treat- 
ment, the following numbers were 
considered rooted to a commercially 
acceptable degree: Trial 1, 89; trial 
2, 97; trial 3, 153, and trial 4, 165. 

While the results were presented 
as a statistical analysis, even a cas- 
ual glance shows that outdoor root- 
ing was highly beneficial with this 
material. While daytime tempera- 
tures were not greatly different be- 
tween indoor and outdoor trials, the 
outdoor beds cooled down more 
quickly at night. This might have 
been responsible for the marked dif- 
ferences in rooting. The use of the 
No. 1 hormone was ineffectual. C. 





SPRAY FOR JUNIPER SCALE 

Juniper scale, Diaspis carueli, an 
important pest of junipers in the 
northeastern states, can be controlled 
with two properly timed malathion 
sprays. D. F. Bray, Bartlett Tree Re- 
search Laboratories, reports the re- 
sults of his tests on six species of 
juniper in the Journal of Economic 
Entomology, Vol. 49, No. 2. 

On one series of plots, malathion 
was used at the rate of 4 pounds of 
25 per cent wettable powder per 
100 gallons of water. In another 
series of plots this malathion mixture 
was supplemented with one pound

The addition of 
lindane to malathion did not make a 
more effective spray. 

Some injury caused by four sprays

We replaced 
some 23 or 24 President Lincoln be- 
fore we got all of the customers sat- 
isfied. 

Hybridizers 

I prefer the name hybrid lilacs to 
French hybrids because a good many 
of the best lilacs are not of French 
origin. One of the best of the deep 
purples, Ludwig Spaeth, is a German 
introduction, and some excellent va- 
rieties originated in America. Charm 
and Glory are two of these. Belgium, 
Holland and Canada have also con- 
tributed to the list of hybrids. Rep- 
resentative of the lilac originators in 
these countries are the following:

Heard’s Landscape Nurseries cur- 
rently have 150 varieties of lilac un- 
der test. The nursery does not hesi- 
tate to discard a good many varieties, 
but tries to give every new introduc- 
tion a trial, reluctant to ignore any 
newcomer which may prove to be 
better than an existing variety. 

One of the interesting new lilacs 
now being tested is Primrose, recent- 
ly introduced as a yellow lilac. One 
of the parents of Primrose is Marie 
Legraye, one of the lowest-rated 
whites. Its existence will be justified, 
however, if it has helped produce a 
good cream yellow. Time will tell. 

The revised “Lilacs of America,” 
which came out in October, 1953, 
provides a new and better guide to 
the 100 best varieties. This bulletin, 
though, will be out of date before 
our nursery can complete discarding 
operations according to its recom- 
mendations, for, in the meantime, a 
host of new varieties will have fur- 
ther complicated the issue. At that, 
we are probably fortunate. The 
Arnold Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, 
Mass., and the lilac collection at 
Rochester, N. Y., contain perhaps 
three times as many varieties as we 
are handling.

NEW YELLOW ROSE 


A fragrant golden-yellow hybrid 
tea rose has been chosen to bear the 
name of the stage and television star, 
Arlene Francis. Developed by E. S. 
Boerner, plant research director for 
the Jackson & Perkins Co., Newark, 
N. Y., the new hybrid tea produces 
masses of flowers which average from 
20 to 25 petals and measure up to 
five inches in diameter. Wherever 
the plant is cut, it repeats with new 
shoots.

the public for the first time next fall.
